Last evening James Frazer swore out a 


warrant against George Kraft, charging 
him with keeping a place for the prac- 
tice of fornication 
and 
lewdness.— 


Kraft was taken into custody, and 


gave bonds in the sum of two hundred 
dollars for his appearance before Justice 
Curtis this morning, to answer to the 
charge. 


At the time designated the parties ap- 


peared before the Justice named, with 
counsel—Hon. A. B. Bunn and Thomas 
Lee, Esq., appearing for The People, and 
W. C. Johns, Esq.,for|Mr. Kraft. 


As is usual in such cases a crowd gath- 


ered at the place of trial, and after con- 
sultation between the parties and their 
counsel, the case was opened for the 
prosecution by Mr. Lee, and for the de- 
fence by W. C. Johns. 


After the opening speeches of counsel 


Frank Caldwell was called, and testified 
that he knew George Kraft; knew he had 
a room over Blenz & Danzeisc'n's meat 
shop; room contained a bed-room set; he 
never knew of any woman being in the 
room; never heard Kraft say anything 
about sleeping with women. 


John Wilzeman testified: Sundayniorn- 


ing, four weeks ago, was called out of 
bed by his neighbor, Mr. Paul Smith, who 
said that a woman was lying drunk in 
front of his house, and a man wanted 
help to get her home. 
WHzeman arose, 


went out, and saw Kraft, and a woman 
who was lying drunk, and her head cov- 
ered with a shawl so closely that he could 
not see her face. Kraft said that she was 
a decent and respectable woman,who was 
imposed on by her husband, and he 
(Kraft) had been following her for a year 
to protect her. Kraft said to the woman, 
"Emma, get up." 
Smith and Kraft took 


her by the arms, and he held up the long 
trail of her dress. 
Smith lived in the 2d 


ward, near Eldorado street. 
They went 


east and south with the woman until they 
got to Wm. Niedermyer's grocery, on 
West Main street, near Church street. 
When they got there Kraft told them 
that he didn't want them to go any fur- 
ther, that he could get her home now.— 
Smith and he watched Kraft and the 
woman us long as they could see them, 
and the last that they saw of them was in 
front of Mrs. Marquot's boarding-house 
on West Main street, near the Old Square, 
when they disappeared. 
Witness stated 


that he had never, to his knowledge, seen 
the woman before or since that Sunday 
morning when they helped her home. 


Mrs. 
Anna Walker testified : 
Knew 


George Kraft; knew Mrs. Emma Frazer; 
Kraft had a room over Blcnz & Danzei- 
sen's meat shop; witness had 'been in it. 
When usked whether she had ever seen 
Gco. Kraft and Mrs. Emma Frazer in 
said Kraft's room she declined to answer. 
The Justice insisted that the question 
was proper and should be answered. 
Witness still refused to respond. Justice 
stated it would become his duty to im- 
prison her for contempt of Court; she 
still refused, whereupon Mr. Johns, at- 
torney for Kraft, argued that a Justice 
had BO right in law to commit for con- 
tempt, and asked an adjournment until 
U o'clock P. M., when he would be able 
to cite his authority. 
Whereupon the re- 


factory witness was placed in charge of 
Constable Block, and court adjourned to 
meet at the Court House, at 1| o'clock. 


One and a half P. M. Court convened 


pursuant to adjonrnmnnt 


Mrs. Walker recalled. She still declin- 


ing to answer, 
Mr. Bunn, counsel for the 


prosecution, moved that witness be fined 
for contempt of court, and stand com- 
mitted until tine and costs were paid.

have slept in the room with her since 
January 1st; went with Mrs. F. to Kraft's 
room at 10 o'clock on the night of Janu- 
ary loth; he told us to meet him at the 
Rescue Hose C'o's door, and said we 
would go up to his room and have some 
sport; he met us near Stomel's bakery on 
West Main street; wo walked west sev- 
eral blocks, came back and went with K. 
to his room; Kraft had several bottles of 
wine there, and he and Mrs. F. drank 
freely of it; I also drank; I was not 
drunk; Mrs. Frazer and Geo.

Frazer it was at night; have seen her go 
toward Kraft's room alone after night; 
Saturday night, four weeks ago, I went to 
Eckert's wine garden, in company with 
Mrs. Frazer and George Kraft; walked 
there; came back about two o'clock in the 
morning; came in a wagon to the west end 
of town, and we got out, and I walked 
home; left Mrs. Frazer and George Kraft 
together in 'he west end of town; I did 
not see Mrs. Frazer again until after 
Kraft brought her to the boarding-house; 
I heard them and went into the room; 
Mrs. F. was sitting on a chair, and looked 
very drunk; Kraft told me he got Mrs. F. 
home with the aid of two policemen; five 
minutes after I went into the room Mrs. F. 
crawled into bed with her clothes on, and 
I pulled oil' her shoes—Kraft did not go to 
bed with her then; Mrs. F. stayed in bed 
till the next morning; between 12 and 1 
o'clock I looked in the room and saw Kraft 
and Mrs. Frazer in bed together, on top 
of the covers, with a shawl or cover-lid 
thrown over them. 


Paul Smith testified: Was awoke Sun- 


day morning, some four weeks ago, about 
3 o'clock iu the morning, by loud and 
boisterous noise in front of my house; 1 
raised up in bed and lifted the curtain at 
the window close to the head of my bed; 
across the street saw two dark objects 
moving about, and heard voices say, 
"Get up," "Don't keep monkeying with 
me," etc; closed the curtain and laid down 
again; soon after some one came thunder- 
ing on to my porch; a knock was heard; I 
got up, went to the window and saw a 
man at the door; I called to him to come 
to the window and tell what he wanted, 
but he insisted on my coming tu the door; 
I told him I would not, but he must come 
to the window; he 
still insisted ou 


my coming to the door, as he wanted a 
private talk with me; but I told him no, 
closed the curtain, and went back to bed; 
in a few minutes he came to the] door 
again and rapped; I answered him; he 
said there was a party needing a little 
assistance, as they were a "little off;" I 
insisted on his coming to the window (and 
talking with me, which he did; asked him 
his name, which he at first refused to give 
me; told him I didn't propose going out in 
the night with him without knowing who 
he was and what he wanted, but that I 
would go and raise the police if he wanted 
them; he said no—he didn't want them; 
said his name was George Kraft, and that 
there was a lady friend of his out there 
who needed assistance to get home; uiy

tions, in a recent issue, about the effect 
of machinery upon prices. 
The Baris 


paper says: Going back to Homer, we 
find that twelve women were constantly 
employed in Penelope^ house in grind- 
ing wheat. 
To provide twenty-five per- 


sons with food, required the constant 
labor of one person. 
Now the cost of 


bread has been reduced to one-twenti- 
eth what it was, while the number of 
bread and flour makers has been multi- 
plied an hundred fold, and one person 
produces enough for thrse thousand 
people. 
In the last century, labor was 


estimated to form, on an average, tiO 
per cent in the value of all manufac- 
tured products, and raw material 40 
per cent. 
To-day, the Economiste cal- 


culates that the annual French produc- 
tion of $2,400,000,060. the labor repre- 
sents only $960,000,000, or 40 per cent. 
In 1788 the cost of the labor would 
have been $1,440,000,000. 
The same 


production of 2,400,000,000 would have 
cost 3,600,000,000 in 1788. Steam is 
the economic force that has produced 
this change. 
The steam engines in 


France in 1852 represented 75,000 
horse-power; the steam engines of 1878 
represent 1,500,000 horse-power, equal 
to"that of 60,000,000,

It is reported from Washington that 


the house committee on banking and 
currency have prepared and will shortly 
present a bill whose practical effect will 
be the retirement of all the circulating 
notes of the national bank?, and the 
substitution therefor of L'nitcd States 
Treasury notes. 
The scheme in sub- 


stance is that there shall be issued by 
the treasury department an amount of 
notes (about $300,000.001)) equal to the 
whole amount of outstanding national 
bank notes. 
Theso will not be a legal 


tender, but will be made receivable for 
taxes, etc., duo the United Sta^s, and 
in addition will be made receivable in 
payment of customs dutie< to the 
amount of one-third of any payment. 
They can be exchanged at par for legal 
tender notes at the treasury department. 
These notes will be furnished to the 
several sub-treasurers uf the United 
States, and they will be directed to re- 
tain all national bank notes which may 
come into their hands, and pay out 
these treasury notes. The bank notes 
will be sent to the treasury department, 
and as soon as Sa.OOlFaccuniulates 
against any bank, it will be required to 
receive in lieu of them, an equal amount 
of its binds, deposited for the security 
of note holders, and the notes will be 
entirely retired. 
By this means in the 


course of time national bank notes will 
be forced completely out of circulation 
and all the currency, both paper and 
coin, will be furnished by the govern- 
ment. 
The paper currency will be of 


two kinds, viz: legal tender notes and 
treasury notes not legal tender but re- 
deemable in legal tenders. 


There is a growing feeling that it is 


inwise for the government to furnish 
ts currency at second-hand, so to speak, 
;hat is, farm it out to the national 
janks, and it is much more than proba- 
jlc that this .scheme or something like 
t will at no distant day become an ac 
complished fact.

;r predictions which may be worth pub- 
ishing, that observers may be on the

We quote: 


Dr. Falb predicts that great atmos- 


jheric disturbances may be expected on 
:he following dates during the present 
year : From the 15th to the 17th of 
February, IGth and 18 of March, 26th 
and 28th of August, and 24th and 26th 
of September, or possibly two days pre- 
ious to tlio foregoing. 
This prophecy 


does not apply exclusively to Chili, but 
to the whole globe, though the nature 
of the disturbance will necessarily differ 
according to local conditions. Thus 
ivhilc 
tempests, heavy 
rains, snow 


storms, with thunder and lightning,will 
occur in some places, earthquakes may 
uc expected in others. 
Even where 


local peculiarities may so affect 
the 


weather that no 
may be observed, 


noticeable influence 
the pressure of the 


disturbance may be clearly distinguish- 
ed in the atmosphere by clouds driving 
in opposite directions, etc. 
In 
the 


mountains of Europe and the United 
States the doctor confidently predicts 
that the first snow will fall between the 
2Cth and 28th of August. 


IORRORS OF THE RUSSO-TUKKISH 


WAR. 


Some of the horrors of the Russo- 


Turkish war, which has just been ter- 
ainated by the signing of the treaty ol 
peace, are thus vividly described by a 
jorrespondent of the London Dmly 
Neics, who accompanied the Russiai: 
army from Phillippopolis to Hermanli 
Ho saw the bodies of Bulgarian peas^ 


with terrible wounds in the heac 


and neck, sometimes mutilated and dis 
figured ; women and infants, children 
and old men, both Turkish and Bulga 
rian, fallen in the fields, by the road 
side, half buried in the snow, or lying 
in the pools of water. 
It seemed to 


have been one long battle between th' 
peasants of both races, in which the 
dead were counted equally for each 
but while many of the bodies bore 
marks of violence and showed gliastl 
wounds, the great 
proportion of the 


women and children were evidently 
frozen to death, for they lay on the 
snow us if asleep, with the flush of life 
still on their faces, and the pink .skin 
of their feet and hands still unblanch- 
ed. 
Side by side with these, many 


corpses of old men, full of dignity, even 
in death, lay stark by the roadside,thcir 
white beards clotted with blood, and 
their helpless hands fallen upon their 
breasts. 
From the muddy water of the 


ditches tiny hands and fee', stretched 
out, 
and baby ftce" half-covered with 


snow looked o'ut innocently and peace- 
fully, with scarcely a siyn of suffering 
on their features. Frozen at their 
mothers' breasts, they were, thrown 
down into the snow to lighten the bur- 
den of the poor creatures who were 
struggling along in mortal terror. 


DBS MOISES, Iowa, March 8.—Al. 


Dippert was arrested yesterday after- 
noon, charged with killing his babe, 9 
months old. The neighbors say he 
quarreled with his wife and beat her all 
the forenoon, and during the afternoon 
seized the babe and beat it brutally 
and threw it on the bed, when it in- 
stantly expired. 
Its body shows marks 


of violence. The wife denies his beat- 
ins her, and says he only spanked the 
chtid, and when it fell on the bed it 
was on its face and smothered. 
The 


Coroner is investigating the matter. 


AJiECDOTE OF GEBT. LEE. 


Louisville Courier-Journal. 


It was in the summer of 1864, while 


the armies of the United States and 
confederate states were confronting each 
other on the James, below Richmond. 
The lines of both armies were so well 
protected by pickets that it was difficult 
for either commander to tell exactly 
where the main force of his opponent 
lay. The federal commander was always 
on the alert to find a weak point iu our 
lines, and often tried by feigned attacks 
to draw our forces to one point, while he 
made the real attack at another. 
On a 


certain day an attack, which was thought 
to be a decoy, was made on the south 
side of the river. 
We thought we saw 


evidences of a real attack on our side. 
Couriers had been in rapid motion all 
the morning. 
Occasionally the whole 


picket-line would open fire. The gun- 
boats at Deep Bottom would send 300 
pounds crashing through the timbers in 
the rear of what had been Libby's resi- 
dence, but was then Gen. Lee's head- 
quarters. 
About 2 o'clock p. m., the 


rtillery opened on our left. 
Couriers 


mu more rapid in their going to and 


ro. 
A few minutes aftarward welieard 


he unmistakable roar of infantry firing. 
Ye then knew that the lines of battle 
vcro engaged on our left. 
The pickets 


pened and kept up a rapid firing in fur 
rout, the gunboats sending their infer- 
ial machines more frequently, 
We, 


.he Bockbridge battery, were ordered 10 
louble quick into position on Libby's 
ill. 
On our way up everything looked 


is though we were on the eve of terri- 
jle conflict—the roar of artillery and in- 
iantry, the rapid movement of troops 
into line, and the solemnity that seemed 
to have impregnated the whole atmos- 
phere. 
As we passed the Libby house 


we saw Gen. Lee in the yard. 
He was 


standing just under a low tree, with one 
arm extended as if reaching for some- 
thing on the limb. His noble face was 
as calm and as placid as if all arounc 
him was peace, and the man knew no 
such thing as war. 
Not a single feature 


indicated the horrible scenes of death 
that were being enacted around him 
As wo got nearer to him we could see 
what this more than hero was engaged 
in doing at such a time. 
A little bin. 


whose mother was just teaching it to 
use its wings, had, in its first effort 
fallen to the ground. Its dumb mother 
regardless of the death and carnage that 
intelligent man was dealing to his fel 
low, was uttering pitiful cries for he 
fallen offspring. Gen. Lee, forgetting 
for the moment that every sound \ 
heard was but the echo of man's inhu 
nianity to man, and prompted only by 
the (iod-like impulse of his heart 
reached down arid picked up this littli 
creature, and when we passed was ii 
the act of placing it where its mothe 
could care for it.

some years past. 
Our immense crops 


are being marketed at home and abroad, 
and the farmers him- nothing to com- 
plain of in the way of returns. 
The 


passage of the silver bill settles the i|iies- 
lion as to future shrinkages, and gives 
assurance that many articles of univer- 
consumption will become enhanced in 
value. 
A basis has been laid for some 


profit upon goods manufactured and 
sold. 
It is worthy of notice that the 


New York hotels are now full of custo- 
mers from every section, and their busi- 
ness is larger than that of last year, be- 
cause of the unusual number of West- 
ern and Southern merchants in town.— 
There is a better feeling already in all 
the marts of trade. 
It is true, the deal- 


ers in heavy goods have suffered, owing 
to the open winter, but there is a buoy- 
ant feeling with regard to the spring 
and summer goods, and the sales prom- 
ise to be unusually large. 
With wise 


legislation in Congress, there can bo no 
doubt at all but that a very fair trade 
will be done this spring, and good crops 
this summer will gi\e us a better fall 
business than we have had for six years. 
It should be borne in mind that there is 
an excess of paper money in circulation, 
[t has been artificially held back, kept 
outof circulation by the fear of a decline 
in the value of any goods in which it 
might be invested, 
This shadow is re- 


moved from commerce, and the redun- 
dant paper money will fill all channels of 
trade, and perhaps give us before the 
year is over unnaturally high prices.—* 
This is now the real danger,—the over- 
doing, not the underdoing, of business. 
It is not likely, however, that this im- 
puhe will be feltbefore summer, but we 
feel assured that the darkest hour of 
the hard titneshas passed, and that the 
business of the country will warrant 
our expectations that hereafter there is 
to be a profit in producing and buying 
goods for public consumption. — New 
1'ork Graphic (Ind.)

SUPERSTITION IN SOLDIERS. 


Why General Skobeleff Rides a Grnj 


Horse and Why General Jo. 


Shelby Believed in Sa- 


cred Things. 


Correspondence Sedalia Democrat. 


Two weeks ago I cut from a local 


paper here this paragraph: "Skobeleff is 
a fatalist, and what brilliant soldiers are 
not ? He rides a gray horse in battle 
and has bad as many as four killed un- 
der him in one Jay. 
He does not like 


gray horses, however, and would not 
ride any at all if he had not begun the 
campaign on a gray-horse. 
If he were 


to exchange now, he says, he could nev- 
er be the same man to his soldiers, be- 
cause his soldiers believe that the Turks 
have had especial orders to kill, if they 
can, every man upon a gray horse. 
He 


is a fatalist, however, to the extent of 
believing that he can never be killed 
while riding a gray horse in battle, but 
he does not li c them because they_get 
so many of his brother officers killed." 
This paragraph at once brought to my 
mind a similar superstition on the part 
of General Jo. Shelby, of Missouri, un- 
dor whom I served throughout the en- 
tirewar. Hiffiiorse'scolorwassorrel. He 
firmly believed, and used often to say, 
that he would never be killed in a fight 
while he rode a sorrel horse. 
And the 


fact seemed to bear him out in this.— 
He was wounded three times during 
the war, but never onee while riding a 
sorrel horse. 
lie had 
twenty-four 


horses, killed under him in the various 
engagements where he was not hit, and 
in every single instance where the 
horse was hit and the rider- escaped, the 
horse was sorrel. 
Onee, at Springfield, 


a ball struck Shelby square on the mid- 
dle of the forehead. 
It knocked him 


clean from his stirrups—something dif- 
ficult to do. for ho was asplendid rider— 
and back over his horse and heavily up- 
on the ground. 
Those 
about him 


thought him killed, but he was on his 
feet in a second and on his horse in an- 
other, saying, in the cool tones of an or- 
dinary conversation, •'! cannot be killed 
to-day, for I am riding a sorrel horse." 
Sure enough, the brim of hi& large felt 
hat had caught the ball and broke i[s 
force. 
It knocked him from his sad- 


dle and drew blood, but beyond this no 
other harm was done. 
Indeed, 1 have 


watched SkobclefPs career closely dur- 
ing the Russia-Turkish war, and ac- 
cording to my idea of things, there is 
much in common between this dashing 
soldier and Gen. Shelby. 
l?oth had the 


same power over men. 
Both were su- 


premely indifferent in battle. 
Both 


were superstitious. 
Both loved hard 


fighting, desperate charges and enter- 
prises i hat were considered impossible. 
Both were military dandies—that is to 
say, both \\ero fond of gold lace, showy 
uniforms, silver spurs, floating plumes, 
plendid saddle trappinas and thorough- 
bred horses. 
Both always said to their 


men, "Come on," never "Go on !" Both 
were idolized by their soldiers, and both 
had the same fatalistic idea of the kind 
of color their horses had to be to make 
the riders safe.

THE PROPER STUWT OF SUNKIXD. 


Probably from a misconception of 


the subject, we quite frequently hear 
protests against a scientific education. 
It is a common opinion, which many 
advocates do all they can to maintain, 
"that science means merelythe physical 
sciences, which treat of 
beat, light, 


electricity, chemical 
substances, 
and 


rock formations: that the value of 
scientific knowledge consists in its ap- 
plication 
to arts and industries, by 


which wealth can be accumulated ; and 
that scientific education simply means 
the extension of mining, engineering, 
medical and agricultural schools, while 
its advocates would be glad to have 
these overrun the country, and root out 
all other educational institutions. 
The 


friends of scientific education are con- 
stantly charged with being animated 
by a narrowband sordid utilitarianism. 


This is a gross misrepresentation. 


Science 
is a classified knowledge of 


natural things, or as the poet expresses 
it, "Science is but poetry, sworn to the 
truth on the altar of nature." 
It is the 


most perfecf form of knowledge upon 
all subjects which it is possible to 
know. 
The study of science is the in- 


vestigation of truth. 


The first fact about knowledge is, 


that it grows; it begins in the common 
observations and reflections of untaught 
minds, and gradually 
develops into 


clearness, certainty and precision. The 
study of the sciences is of great value 
in mental discipline. It is by the study 
of the sciences that man obtains the 
knowledge what to eat, drink and avoid, 
how mines may be boHt worked, and 
crops raised, and distance traveled, and 
storms foreseen. 
It is by the study of 


the sciences that man becomes best fit- 
ted to battle with the hard, inexorable 
physical surroundings, as well as with 
the very troublesome and mysterious 
social surroundings. 
It is by the study 


of the sciences that we are enabled to 
build railroads, steamboats and apply 
the motive power to operate them. It 
is by the study of the sciences that we 
are enabled to 'convey our thoughts to 
distant hinds almost, instantaneously. 
It is by the study of the sciences that 
the physician and surgeon is enabled to 
restore the sick to health, correct his 
deformities, etc. 
It is by the study of 


the seienees that man is enabled to 
know himself : know how to take care 
of and protect himself; the kind and 
variety of food that he requires to re- 
generate hi.s system after exhaustion 
from physical or mental labor or expos- 
ure to cold. 


If we wish to know anything of biol- 


ogy, psychology, ethnology, anthropol- 
ogy, zoology, physiology, anatomy, bot- 
any, or any other branch of knowledge 
of natural things, science and only sci- 
ence can give us the information. 
In 


an article published in an English re- 
view in 1859, discussing the worth 
and claims of different kinds of know- 
ledge, the claims of scientific educatiou 
were placed upon the distinctive ground 
of its bearing upon the highest human 
interests. I extract the closing passage: 


"Thus, to the qucbtion with which we 


snt out. What knowledge is of most 
worth* the uniform reply is science! 
This is the verdict on all the counts. For 
Uiicet self-presevation, or the maintain- 
mice of life and health, the all important 
knowledge is science. For thai indirect 
self-preservation, which we call gaining a 
livelihood, the 
knowledge of greatest 


valus is science. For the due discharge 
of parental functions, the proper guid- 
ance is to be found only in science, " For 
that interpretation of national life, past 
and present, without which the citi/en 
cannot regulate his conduct, the indis- 
pensable key is science. Alikii for the 
most perfect production mul highest en- 
joyment of art in all its forms, the need- 
ful preparation 
is still science, 
The 


question which at first seemed so perplex- 
ed bus become, in the course of our in- 
quiry, comparatively simple. AVe have 
not to estimate the degrees of importance 
ot different orders of human activity and 
different studies as severally fitting us for 
them ; since we find that'thc study of 
science, in its mosi comprehensive mean- 
ing, is the best preparation for all of these 
orders of activity. We have not to de- 
cide between the claims of knowledge, of 
great though conventional value, and 
knowledge of less though intrinsic value; 
seeing that the knowledge which we find 
to be of most value in all other respects 
is intrinsically most valuable; its worth is 
not dependent upon opinion, but is as 
fixed as is the iclation of man to the sur- 
rounding world. Necessary and eternal 
as are its truths, all science concerns all 
mankind foi nil time. Equally at pres- 
ent, and in fhe remotest future, must it 
be of incalculable importance for the reg- 
ulation of their conduct, that men should 
understand the science of life, physical, 
mental and social; and that they Should 
understand all other science as a key to 
the science of life."

The Chinese probably illustrate in the 


most extreme manner 
the length to 


which loose views concerning currency 
can be carried. 
The history of the cur- 


rency presents that mingling of the gro- 
tesque with the tragic which most of 
their actions have when viewed through 
western eyes. Coined money was known 
among them as early as the eleventh 
century before Christ, but their inabil- 
ity to comprehend 'he principles upon 
which a currency should be based has 
led them iuto all sorts of extravagances, 
which have been attended by disorder, 
famine, and bloodshed. 
Coins came at 


last to be made so thin that one thous- 
and of them piled together were only 
three inches high: then guld and silver 
were abandoned; and copper, tin, shells, 
skins, stones, and paper were given a 
fixed value, and used until by abuse all 
the advantages to be derived from the 
use of money were loot, and there was 
nothing left for the people to do but to 
go back to barter, and this they did 
more than once. 
They cannot be said 


to have a coinage; twcnty-nine-humlred 
yeais ago they made round coins witlj a 
sijuare hole in the middle, and they have 
made no advance beyond that since. The 
well-known cash i» a cast brass coin of 
that description, and, although it is val- 
ued at about one mill and a half of our 
money, and has to be 'stiiing in lots of 
1,000 to be computed with any ease, it 
is the sole measure of value and legal 
tender of the country.

can, and our new trade dollars are em- 
ployed in China; they pass because they 
are necessary for larger operations, and 
because faith in then-standard value has 
become established; but they arc cur- 
rent simply as stumped ingots, with

Fov tlin lust three years tlie farmers 


throughout Wisconsin have hud their 
wheat crop, it' riot entirely destroyed, 
very much injured by the chinch bun, 
AVc have seen whole fields just heuiled 
out, that promised a yield of 30 bush- 
els per acre, completely destroyed in 
three or four ciays by the ravages of 
these little insects, and instead of 30 
bushels per acre the fanner would not 
get his seed back. 1 had a licld of 
eight acres that iva« destroyed in that 
manner last year; so last spring we de- 
termined 
to try an experiment with 


them, and sowed the same fields to 
wheat and of the sumo variety. 
The 


land was plowed very deep in the fall 
and the wheat was sown about the 20th 
of April on the lull plowing, using a 
broadcast seeder and cultivator for that 
purpose. 
I went over tho field with the 


cultivator once before sowing and again 
while sowing, finishing up with the har- 
row. 
When the wheat was about two 


inches high, I went overit with a heavy 
roller, and then sowed 100 pounds of 
land plaster per acre; but on the places 
where the chinch bugs had commenced 
and were worst the year before, I sowed 
a double quantity; the result was, the 
field headed over even, straw strong and 
heavy, and all stood up until harvested, 
and when ripe was of a bright yellow— 
no appearance of rust or chinch bug to 
be seen. 
When threshed 
the field 


yielded 25 bushels per acre of clean 
wheat that weighed GO pounds to the 
bushel; and right here I would say that 
in the places where 200 pounds of salt 
were sown the wheat was considerably 
heavier; so next year I shall sow 200 
pounds to the acre and note the result. 
The adjoining field, containing ten 
acres, was sown to wheat at the same 
time, and of the same variety, subject 
to the same treatment in evjry respect, 
excepting there was no salt or plaster 
sown. 
Tho year before it raised a crop 


of barley, and was in good condition to 
"row a large crop of wheat. The wheat 
came up good, and looked well until 
after heading out, and up to this time 
promised to be as good a crop as the 
other field; but just about the time the 
grain was iorming in the head, we no- 
ticed it turning white in spois, and in 
about a week more we had to cut it, and 
while binding, the chinch bugs could be 
seen by millions. 
When threshed this 


field yielded only fourteen bushels per 
acre,'more or less shrunken. I must 
give the salt and land plaster the credit 
of tho extra eleven bushels per acre.— 
IV! Pnirrie, in American Farm Journal.

ADAMS, JACKSON, AND CLAY. 


Secretary Thompson's Personal Kecol- 
lectloas and Anecdotes. 


From n Letter liy Secretary Thompson. 
He proposed to speak of three dead 


statesmen, with whom he had been per- 
sonally acquainted, and whose public 
life he had witnessed. 
They were se- 


lected because they represented three 
distinct types of character and each of 
whom were iircat in their particular 
sphere. Whatever their contemporaries, 
in the heat and bitterness of party con- 
flict, had said about them, now that we 
can view their characters 
_ and deeds 


through this unbiased medium of his- 
tory, their claim to the first rank among 
American statesmen will not be dispu- 
ted. . Adams, Jackson, and Clay, names 
which roused the fiercest passions and 
evoked the 
bitterest invectives from 


minds inflamed by the rancor of politi- 
cal contests. 
There is a point of differ- 


ence, as well as resemblance, with these 
three men. arising from their dissimilar 
family and social relation". Adams de- 
scended from an old and wealthy family; 
in early life came under the influence of 
education and tl.e associations of a well 
regulated and law-abiding community. 
Jackson and Clay, born in poverty, 
without 
early advantages, were com- 


pelled in a wild., unsettled community, 
where the scenes shifted according to 
the passing passion, to seek that for- 
tune which was not theirs by inheri- 
tance. 
They were all men of marked 


ability. 
Adam=, of a cautious, deliber- 


ate nature, with almost the appearance 
of timidity. 
But 
it was only in ap- 


pearance—that he was combatativc his 
opponents had good reason 
to know. 


Outwardly cold, his passions were vio- 
lent, smoldering within like the pent-up 
fire of a volcano. 
Jackson and Clay 


were men made in the same mould, men 
conscious that, they were born to rule, 
and men who were inspired with such a 
sublimity of patriotism that they were 
ready to sacrifice their lives upon the 
altar of their country. 
I served with 


Adams in the House during the twenty 
seventh and twenty-eighth Congress. 
I 


saw him die at his desk like a mediaeval 
knight with his armor on. 
One scene 


in his life brings out fully the man's 
character. 
It was in the celebrated 


trial for treason in 18-12. 
Adams was a 


firm supporter of the right of petition, 
and when he was asked to present a 
petition looking to the dissolution of 
the union, he did so, because he held 
that all petitioners had at least the 
right to be heard. 
For this he was 


charged with treason and arranged for 
trial. 
Against him were arrayed Mar- 


shallj Gilmore and AVise, men of pre- 
eminent and . acknowledged ability as 
orators and debaters. 
In the long and 


excited debate which followed, Adams, 
with the mature ability of a giant, laid 
his opponents in the dust, and achieved 
the proudest triumph of his life. 


The first timo I saw Jackson was at 


the celebration

AK IMPOKTANT CASE.—In County Court 


to-day an important case has been on 
trial, iu which Ulysses Houston, Esq., is 
the plamtill' and John Zellnr defendant. 
Mr. Houston is represented by Hon. A. 
B. Butin, and Mr. Zellar by Ilobv & Out- 
ten. Tho facts in the case seem to be 
about r.s follows: On the evening of the 
21st of November lust Zellar gave Hous- 
ton a check for about $280, on the bank 
of llucker, Hammer & Co., and the latter 
instead of presenting it for the cash- at 
the counter of the bunk on which it was 
given, deposited said check with J. Milli- 
kiti & Co., where it remained until the 
morning of the 23d, when (he bank of 
Hucker, Hammer & Co. closed its doors. 
On the failure of the bank in question the 
check was returned to Mr. Houston by 
Millikin & Co., and now Houston sues 
Zellar to recover the amount of the check. 


The defense is, first, that Zellar had 


money in the bank when the check was 
given to pay it, and second!)', that had 
the check been presented at the counter 
of the bank.on which it was given at any 
time within twenty-four hours of the time 
when it was given it would have been 
paid, and the defendant holds that he 
should not be responsible for any want of 
diligence on the part of either Air, Hous- 
ton or the bank in which the latter depos- 
ited the check. 


The evidence in th? case was concluded 


at about half past 10 o'clock, when the 
points involved were argued by the coun- 
sel named. 


After listening to argument from coun- 


sel, the court held that the failure of 
Houston to present the check at the bank 
inapt time released Zellar from all obli- 
gation to make it good, but as it appear- 
ed in evidence that after the failure of the 
bank Zellar assured Houston 
that he 


should have every dollar which the check 
called for, unil at the same time acknowl- 
edged having received the hogs, to pay 
for which the check was given, the court 
must hold that those admissions and 
promises! were in the nature of a new con- 
tract, and held defendant for the amount 
of the check, and that the decision of the 
court must be that the issues are with the 
plaintiff.

THE WEATHER. 


Have Vie a Prophet Among Us? 


Weather prognostications are always of 


interest—a fact well understood by the 
old almanac-makers—but at the present 
time, after such a long siege of unpropl- 
tious weather, anything like a prophecy , 
with reference to the meteorological 
peculiarities of the coming season has 
especial interest. In the spring of 1877 
Mr. C. C. Blake, of this city, issued a cir- 
cular, giving his weather prognostications, 
for the year ending March, 1878. These 
calculations were furnished to the press 
at the time, and, as the Inter-Ocean of 
yesterday says, "were so fully verified as 
to excite considerable attention." A few 
days ago we printed for Mr. Blake an- 
other circular, giving his predictions for 
the present season. They arc as follows : 


March, 1878.—Will "come in like a— 


sheep aud go out like a lamb." The first, 
of March will be moderate, and gradually 
grow warmer until the end of the month ; 
though there will doubtless be two or 
three moderately cool spells during the 
month, but none that might be deemed 
cold. The equinoctial storm will be iv 
rather warm one. The precipitation for 
the month will be a full average, and in 
the form of rain except in high latitudes. 


April, 1878.—Rather dry and warm, 


though in places a full average of local 
storms. 


May, 1878.—Wimn ; heavy showers in 


places ; on tho general average not u wet 
month. 


June, 1878.—Hot and dry, except as re- 


lieved by a moderate number of local 
storms ; cooler about the 10th. 


July, 1878.—Hot and dry ; local storms 


will give relief only in places. 


August, 1878.—Hot and dry ; but some 


severe local storms. 


September, 1878.—Hot and dry part of 


mouth ; severe local storms and variable 
weather in places ; rainfall for the month 
rather less than the average,except in the 
Southern States, also iu Indian Ocean. 


October, 1878.—Cool ; rainfall less than 


average ; a heavy frost the last of Sep- 
tember or first of October. 


November, 1878.—Quite cold and dry ; 


probably more snow than rain. 


December, 1878.—Cold aud dry ; mod- 


erate amount of snow ; little, if any, rain 
north of Galesburg. 111. 


January, 1879.—First part of month 


rather mild ; hist part moderately cold ; 
precipitation for the month, in rain and 
snow, about an average for January. 


February, 1S7'J.—Moderately cold and 


dry. 


Alarch, 1879.—Full average of storms 


and precipitation, though not a severe 
month ; the equinoctial about the 22nd of 
March, 187!), will be quite severe, though 
l-ather warm. 


Ho comes to tho conclusion that the 


"year 1878 will be a very auspicious one, 
so far as weather is concerned. Tho sea- 
son generally will be rather dry and 
warm. There will be few heavy storms 
and tornadoes, and very few general 
storms that will extend over any consid- 
erable portion of the 
United States. 


There will be a reasonable number of 
heavy showers, but they will be local, 
and, in places, accompanied by heavy 
thunder and lightning ; though on the 
general average thunder and lightning 
will be scarce. The general amount of 
rainfall for the year (from April 1, 1878, 
to April 1, 1879,) will be about 80 pet- 
cent, below tho average for tho whole 
United States ; while for P. considerable 
part of the year it will be 50 percent, 
below the average, and in places as high, 
as 70 per cent, below the uvcrnge. The 
fall months will be quile cool • though 
there will be no serious frost till about 
October 1, 1878, at which time there will 
probably be heavy frost in most ot the 
higher latitudes. From that time on it 
will be cool to cold ; winter will start iu 
quite early, aud continue as a long, 
steady, cold, but not excessively cold, 
winter. There will be several thaws or 
partial thaws during the winter; the 
most notable one will be in the first part 
of January, 1870. After this thaw a cold 
speil will .again set in ; but it will not be 
as cold as before tlie thaw. The butt- 
end of winter will come first through the 
latter part. He predicts a "season of 
comparative drouth for (he whole coun- 
try," but adds that in most places it will 
be relieved by frequent showers. The 
"summer of !878 will he dry aud hot— 
the days being proportionately hotter 
than the nights1'—while the winter of 
1878-0 will be "long and rather dry aud 


}ld." 
Persons interested will do well to pre- 


serve these predictions and see how near 
our Decatur Ticc conies lo the truth.

CHICAGO, March 9.—For some rca- 


vrm the press report, la>t night, failed 
to give the strong points of yesterday's 
debate in the house of representatives, 
and it seems proper to supply the sin- 
gular omission from the specials to the 
city papers which gives the following 
essential points to the affair: 


The bill under consideration was the 


one to pay ante-bellum southern mail 
contractors $375,000 for losses by the 
breaking of the contracts at the out- 
break of the war. The

maintained that even if these claims 
were originally just, it could be so 
proved that the contractors deserved no 
indemnity because they had stolen gov- 
ernment property in their possession, 
violated their oaths and conspired to 
destroy the republic. 
The democrats 


and some republicans hold that these 
claims were just, and should bo paid. 
Mr. licngan, formerly confederate post- 
master general, asserted that the south- 
ern postmasters wore directed to ac- 
count to the 
United States for all 


moneys due the latter. 
The evidence 


iif the confi'derate archives and confed- 
erate laws showed on the contrary that 
the confederate postmaster general or- 
dered the former United States post- 
masters in the south to hold the United 
States money; that that money was put 
into the confederate treasury; that laws 
were subbC'iuoutly passed by the con- 
federated congress paying $800,000 to 
those very mail contractors for 
this 


Mime service, upon the express condi- 
tions, however, thac if they, the con- 
tractors should ever recover from the 
United States, that amount or any por- 
tion of it, they should reimburse the 
confederate government or its repre- 
sentatives for this payment of $800,- 
1)00 ; that the contractors were paid 
and eighteen vouchers signed by the 
very men who are now seeking relief in 
this bill for *400,OUO. are on file in the 
confederate archives here. 
The effect 


was startling. The democrats were 
lonfbunded.

attempt was made to smother the bill 
by recommitting, but it wcnf over for 
two weeks.

The records were a 
complete surprise even to Keagan, who 
said he had with the lapse of years for- 
gotten the record, and Blount openly 
said these claims should not be paid.

character, and which might lead to ex- 
cited but rcsultless discussion, must be 
set aside.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., March 11—The 


liberal donation of $500 from the Chicago 
Board of Trade has swollen the cash con- 
tributions for the relief of sufferers by the 
recent conflagrations here to something 
over $2,000. Much has already been done 
in the way of providing for the the most 
pressing needs, but a generous public 
should be informed that much still remains 
to be done, and that their efforts and con- 
tributions should not cease. 
The case 


here has uiisual features of peculiar hard- 
ship. The distress is far more general 
and severe than usually attends such dis- 
asters. The victims, with few exceptions, 
have lost their all, and have absolutely 
nothing with which to begin anew. Here, 
too, are hundreds of icrirni or crippled 
peisons who were living by charity while 
seeking restoration to health in this pool of 
Bethesda, and now those who were there 
dependent on themselves are equally des- 
titute. 
It K also indispensable to send 


hence to other fields of efforts hundreds 
of laboring poor, whose opportunities for 
employment vanished in the flames which 
engulfed five-sixths of the business estab- 
lishments of the city. Many others, there 
arc, who were engaged in prosperous 
trade one week ago, but have now lost 
their entire possessions, including their 
homes, places of business and stocks of 
merchandise. 
Few had any insurance 


upon the exceptionally risky structures 
that have now been swept away. They 
can't build ugai.i because the titles to 
their building sites have been judicially 
decided to be in the Government, and they 
have no laud to mortgage for means with 
wlfich to rebuild. The Federal Commis- 
sioners also have very properly decided 
not to permit the coastrncliou of shanties 
or other frail and temporary structures.— 
Indeed,it is not probable that any rebuild- 
ing will be permitted until the proposed 
new street Hues shall have been defined 
and established, Thus it appears that 
many families are reduced from compara- 
tive affluence to absolute want, with no 
reasonable prospect of improvement.— 
They arc equally unable to cum support 
here, and helpless to get away, except as 
Cliristian charity shall provide the means, 
and these should be generously forth- 
coming. The distribution of iclief is m 
the hands of a competent committee; so 
the p'iblic may be assured that nil contri- 
butions will be faithfully and judiciously 
applied.
